atives in Congress from

Georgia. 
One of them is Thomas E. 


Winn, and the other Thomas E. Watson. 
They bare been Democrats, and though 
not as radical as Jerry Simpson, the Kan- 
sas statesman, who has been a Republican, 
they make good points on both the. old par- 
ties in debating the tar IT ,ind otb.r bills in 
Congress.

$18,000 to collect fifteen ceuts. At Cherry 
Stone. Virginia, the Government expended 
$1,950 for salaries for custom house offi- 
cers, who collected nothing, and at Annap- 
olig, Maryland, where an official received 
$952 for doing absolutely nothing, not a 
o«nt was«olleoted (or import duties.

A Conspiracy DUcorered. 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 22.—An inquest 


on the human remains foond in tbe rnins 
of William Radloff's house wa§ held this 
otternoon and the testimony showed they 
are those of R. B. Lowin, who wasboried 
in Greenwood Cemetery February 18. It 
also confirmed the story of a conspiracy to 
defraud life insurance companies by mak- 
ing it appear tbat Badloff was burned to 
death. Loaifi Kostranch, one of tbe con- 
spirators, who haa confessed, told how 
Radloff and wife had agreed in the plot 
He and Ridloff stole the body from the 
cemetery last March and buried it in Ead- 
loff's chicken yard. The latter then had 
his life insured la«l Friday. They piled 
dry bark en a mattress in the bone* and 
saturated it with ooal oil and drused tbe 
body in Radloff's clothes. RedloS crashed 
tbe eknll and cut off both lefja to create tbe 
appearance of murder. Then they lighted 
a candle with a w«ed string running to a | 
pile ol shapings on the floor and left the 
house. He (Kostranoh) coming to Seattle 
and Radloff to Ballard. 


Mrs. Radloff, drsssed in mourning, to-1 


day testified th»t she belie»ed bet husband 
dead. 
She had him insure his life because 


a fortune teller told her he would die 
within a year. She wns preparing to go to 
Germany when the flre occurred. A mass 
of testimony was given showing the corpse 
to be that of Lewin and that it was stolen 
by Radloff. The Coroner's jury fonnd ac- 
cordingly and Kostranch and Mrs. Hadiofl ] 
were held on a charge of arson.

KITCHEN TRAINING. 


A WORK WHICH HAS HELPED MANY 


POOR AND RICH FAMILIES. 


What "Kitchen Garden Training," Meuna, 


II o\v It WM Started and by Whom. 
Mis* Hunttiigton'e Great Work for Usr 
I*eas Fortunate Slatero lu K Dig City. 
"There is so much to find fault with 


end so much to wish for in such a great 
big, dirty city as ours that sometimes 
the good, sweet, modest facts connected 
with onr charitable institutions are over- 
looked," said a visitor to the Wilson In- 
dustrial school and mission as sbe came 
,iway from there the other day. 
The 


building at 
12."> St. Mark's place was 


turned, nearly forty years ago, from a 
factory into the pleasant school house 
which it now is. This school, which was 
the first institntiou of the kind hi Amer- 
ica, is not endowed and is maintained 
entirely by voluntary contribution. Mrs. 
Jonathan Sturges is the first director, 
mil many familiar names are on the list 
of managers. 


The matron of the school is Miss 


Emily Iluntington, the originator of the 
iystein of kitchen garden training, a 
branch of work now carried on not 
only at the Wilson school and elsewhere 
in this city, but in othe.r American cities 
md iu Canada, England, Ireland, Scot- 
land and France. Miss Hnntington has 
made the mission house her home, and 
here she watches day by day the results 
of the methods which she has estab- 
lished 


It ia with a fascinating interest that 


one li&tens to the tale of how by the 
merest chance Miss Huntington, at 
eighteen, just out of school and ready 
to bo ushered into fashion's pleasures, 
chanced to be taken by a friend to visit 
i "ragged school," and how the only 
laughter of fond parents put society 
ind the usual amusements of youth 
aside, and not in the same manner, but 
with the same motive as her cousin, Fa- 
thor Hmitington, set herself about mis- 
sion school work. 


Nobody could work with Miss Hnnt- 


'.ngton's energy and her capacity for or- 
•^finizing wthout developing new ideas 
which should bring forth more com- 
plete work, so as tuno passed on and she 
•gained experience, not only among the 
poor, but with her own class, she made 
various discoveries. One was that the 
leisure of some of the young girls of her 
icquaintance might readily be put to 
jjoo'l account, and another that kitchen 
gardening might with profit be adapted 
to the rich as well us the poor. 


She obtained the co-operation of some 


of the mothers and the interest of the 
^irls, so that a meeting was called for 
the purpose of developing a plan of 
movement. 
Fifty girla met at the house 


of one of the elder wornen. This was in 
1807. It was proved that moat of them, 
no matter how well versed they were in 
Latin and geometry, knew absolutely 
nothing about domestic science, so ar- 
rangements were made for forming a 
normal class which should bo divided 
into companies, these companies to go 
to the mission for regular days of teach- 
ing. 


These young women, as their paths 


livided, removed to Boston, Chicago 
md elsewhere and set up kitchen gar- 
lensi of their own, with the result that 
the system has spread everywhere. It 
might even be said with truth that the 
other thought, that of the Working 
Oirls' clubs, emanated from this tnis- 
•iion, for Miss Grace H. Dodge was one 
of the fifty young women who joined in 
the work there, and it was no doubt be- 
cause of the experience she gained at this 
timo her idea was conceived and devel- 
oped. 


The girls became kitchen gardeners 


themselves, and aftprward, when mar- 
riage had placed some of them in homes 
of their own, they wrote to the founder 
of the system, "You have ao idea how 
kitchen garden helps me with my serv- 
ants and my housekeeping," 
and to 


others it gave the means of livelihood 
when unforeseen reverses of fortune 
made theia dependent upon their own 
resources. 


It must be confessed that "kitchen 


garden" is a rather misleading name, 
for it suggests to many a place where 
vegetables are grown for kitchen use 
When Misa Huntingtou was asked about 
the name, she said: "It means a system 
by which all the intricacies of domestic 
science are taftght—sweeping, dusting, 
washing, ironing, waiting at table, etc. 
1 thought a little of changing the name 
at one time because it was confounded 
with the term vegetable garden, but 1 
found nothing that quite took its place, 
and I soon discovered that the fact that 
the name had to be explained gave it 
additional importance," 


The school hours aiv the same here as 


elsewhere—from J) to y. There are abou t 
30tt gii-ls, ranging ju agf from five to ten, 
.ind there are the usual lessons in read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic, which come 
nnder tbe head of study. The training 
in tho kitchen garden branches is little 
else than a systematized form of play, 
and this takes tip a. proportionate part of 
tho school da).—New Yovk Tribune.. 


Nickel Armored Slilps Can't Go North. 


Tho remarkable discovery of the ef- 


fect of teroperature on the density of 
nickel steel is likely to have an im- 
portant bearing on its »se in tho con- 
struction of war vessels. After this va- 
riety of steel has been frozen it is read- 
ily magnetized, and, moreover, its den- 
sity is permanently reduced fully 2 pu- 
cent, by the exposure to the cold. 
It ih 


stated that a ship of war built in the 
temperate climate of ordinary steel and 
clad with Bay 3,000 tons of nickel stet! 
armor would be destroyed by a visit to 
the arctic regions, owing to tho CGJI 
traction of the steel by the extreme lov 
temperature.—New York Journal.
